Samples of Medicine — Distribution of— Permit Required. (Ord. May 13, 1913.) 

No person, firm, or corporation, by himself, or by any agent or employee, shall dis- 
tribute or leave from house to house in this city any sample of medicine or other 
substance containing any drug without a permit from the board of health. 

Regulations— Penalties. (Ord. May 13, 1913.) 

Any person who shall violate any of the within rules and regulations, where the 
penalty is not prescribed by statute, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding $20.
